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Holiday toll is lowest on record 


United Pres^ International 
Holiday motorists, hampered in some 
states by bad weather, drove with such 
care during the four-day Thanksgiving 
holiday they finished with the lowest 
death count on record and well below 
National Safety Council predictions 
A United Press International count 
showed only 394 persons died on the 
nation's highways compared to the 450- 
550 fatalities the NSC had forecast 
The count was 102 below last year's 496 
deaths during a similar four-day holiday 
period and 270 less than the record death 
toll of 764 during Thanksgiving 1966 when 
the NSC first began keeping such 
statistics 


The death count in 1972 before fuel 
shortages began to limit travel was 679 
Hon Kuykendahl. the NSC s traffic 
spokesman, called it a "weather 
phenomenon'* and said in all areas where 
snow and ice restricted travel there 
were reductions in fatalities over last 
year 
As an example, he said, Illinois, In­ 
diana and Iowa, coated with up to nine 
inches of snow this Thanksgiving had a 
combined total of only 26 deaths com­ 
pared to 64 last year 
A final United Press International 
count showed 394 persons died on 
highways during the holiday period

County Supervisor Frank J Frost said 
he has sent an apology to Sheriff John W 
Carpenter for referring to members of 
the Sheriff’s Department Narcotics Task 
Force as a “bunch of hotdogs 
Frost's description of the special force 
headed by Lt George Bregante came as 
he and Supervisor James M Slater both 
made caustic remarks about the nar­ 
cotics detail while under the erroneous 
impression the narcotics unit was asking 
for six more automobiles 
The First District supervisor from 
Santa Barbara sent off his letter of 
apology to the sheriff Friday after 
Carpenter penned a letter to the Board of 
Supervisors saying he considered the 
remarks of the two South Coast super­ 
visors to be “ improper and detrimental 
to the Sheriff’s Department, and certain­ 
ly beneath the dignity of a county board 
of supervisors ’ 
Frost’s one-paragraph letter released 
to the press informed Carpenter “ I wish 
to apologize to you and to the members 
of the Narcotics Task Force for the 
reference to ‘hotdogs’ at last Monday's 
meeting This was an intemperate and 
ill-advised remark made at a moment of 
heat 
I am sincerely sorry and will 
endeavor to discuss our differences in 
the future in a more gentlemanly 
fashion " 
Frost’s allegation involving “ hotdogs'' 
was based on a photograph in a Santa 
Barbara newspaper showing Bregante 
holding a gun at the back of the head of a 
suspect in a narcotics arrest Frost 
claimed the picture was 
posed 
to 
allow the law enforcement detail to ap­ 
pear in a favorable way to the public 
In reply, the sheriff claimed the pic­ 
ture was not posed, the suspect in ques­ 
tion was resisting ar.est, and had been 
armed with a weapon and * just 


delivered $250,(MMX) worth of cocaine 
Slater said he felt the task force was 
“ getting way out of line 
spending a lot 
of money playing television cops and rob­ 
bers’’ and embarrassing members of the

UN Security Council 
retains peacekeepers

The U.N. Security Council has ex­ 
tended the mandate of peacekeeping 
troops on the Golan Heights and opened 
the way for Palestine Libeiaiion 
Organization participation in next 
month’s debate on the Middle East. 
The Council, meeting at U.N 
headquarters in New York, voted 13-0 
Sunday night to extend for six months the 
mandate authorizing the presence of a 
1,200-man force in the buffer zone 
between Israel and Syria. 


The vote — with China and Iraq ab­ 
staining — came only hours before the 
mandate was due to expire and followed 
three days of intensive debate. 
At the same time, the Council agreed 
to begin debate Jan. 12 “ on the Middle 
East problem including the Palestinian 
question 


Outgoing Council President and Soviet 
Ambassador Yakov A. Malik read a 
statement prepared by Guyana, Came­ 
roon, Mauritania and Tanzania that said: 
" It is the understanding of the 
majority of the Security Council that 
when it reconvenes on 12 January 1976...

PEKING (U PI) - China's leaders 
welcomed President Ford warmly today 
and then took the bloom off with a 
blistering attack on U S -Soviet detente, 
claiming Russian aggression “ is bound 
to cause a new world war “ 
“ Today it is the country which most 
vehemently preaches peace (the Soviet 
Union) that is the most dangerous source 
of war.” acting Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping said in a welcoming banquet toast 
four hours after Ford arrived for a four- 
day visit. 
“ Rhetoric about detente cannot cover 
up the stark reality of the growing 
danger of war.” 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
treated Teng’s blast with diplomatic 
aplomb, saying it was just what he had 
“ expected." and White House aides said 
Ford saw the text in advance and was un­ 
ruffled 
His responding toast included a low 
key but firm defense of U.S. efforts to 
seek peace with the Soviets. 
Nonetheless, most of the American 
delegation heard out Teng’s remarks in 
silence and the toast put a rough edge on 
a welcome that had gone smoothly up to 
that point. 
China’s finest — the top political 
leaders available — were on hand when 
Air Force One touched down in cold, sun­ 
ny weather at Peking Airport. Teng led a 
bigger and more prestigious welcoming 
contingent than U.S. diplomats had 
hoped for and. as a bonus, thousands of 
Peking residents jammed the streets to 
see Ford’s 100 car motorcade pass. 
The streets were empty when Presi­ 
dent Richard M Nixon arrived on his 
historic China visit three years ago. 
The welcome put Ford in fine fettle for 
his four-day visit. He laughed and smiled 
often as he. Mrs. Ford, daughter Susan. 
Kissinger and their party watched the 
ceremonies with Teng and listened to a 
People’s Liberation Army Band play 
“ The Star Spangled Banner" and “ The 
East Is Red “ 
But only three hours later, Teng took 
the rostrum in Peking’s Great Hall of the 
People and ripped into the Soviet Union 
— and the “ rhetoric” of U S -Soviet de­ 
tente — in welcoming toast at the Ford 
banquet 
Teng said, in passing, that the United 
States and China could further “ nor­ 
malize” relations by following the 
guidelines laid down by Nixon and 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, the ailing 
Chinese leader whom Ford expects to 
see before he leaves China Friday 
But Teng stressed the dangers of war 
and laid them at Moscow’s door. 
“ Our basic view is that there is great 
disorder under heaven...” he said. 
“ The contention for world hegemony is 
intensifying, and. strategically, Europe 
is the focus for this contention. 
“ Such continued contention is bound to 
lead to a new world war.’’ 


White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford considered Teng's toast 
“ frank but not provocative If you look at 
the whole day, the diplomats at the air­ 
port, the crowds in the streets, it doesn’t 
give you the im pression of a

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Commission unveils plan for preserving coastline 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
comprehensive plan calling for 
preservation of California’s 
1,072-mile coastline for the 
public by controlling wall-to- 
wall development has been for­ 
mally unveiled by the state 
Coastal Zone Conservation 
Commission. 


"The essence uf the coastal 
plan," the report said, "is that 
the coast should be treated not 
as ordinary real estate but as a 
unique place, where conserva­ 
tion and special kinds of 
development should have pri­ 
ority." 


The 443-page plan, released 
Sunday, Is the product of three 
years’ work mandated by 
voters in 1972 and costing, calls 


for 1180 million in coastal 
acquisitions financed by a 
statewide bond issue next year 
The proposal, to be formally 
submitted to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr and the legislature, 
also proposes increased regis­ 
tration fees for pleasure boats, 
a tax on motel and hotel accom­ 
modations along the coast and 
additional revenues from of­ 
fshore oil production 
If adopted by the legislature, 
the plan would be highly 
restrictive on dredging and fill­ 
ing of coastal wetlands and 
require permits to sell parcels 
of more than 20 acres of coastal 
agricultural land. 
It would permit siting of 
nuclear reactors and offshore 
oil drilling if certain environ­ 


mental requirements are satis­ 
fied It advocates "that tax in­ 
centives be provided to en­ 
courage energy self-sufficien­ 
cy in building design " 
"New development would not 
be allowed to continue to 
leapfrog and sprawl over open 
lands but would, instead, be 
directed to already-developed 
areas," the proposal said 


If the legislature fails to 
enact the plan or a similar sub­ 
stitute. the coastal commission 
and its six regional agencies 
would expire at the end of 1976, 
as provided in the coastline in­ 
itiative passed by voters in 
1972. 


Legislative leaders generally 
support the plan and predict it 


will be approved with no major 
changes Opponents, who argue 
it will stifle economic growth 
and will cost up to 110 billion 
overall, say they will fight for 
extensive changes 
In a semi-poetic style the 
report dramatizes the inherent 
conflicts the legi.slature will en­ 
counter 
"The coast is a small lot on 
the ocean, a place to build your 
home and retire But if too 
many other people do the same 
thing, you won’t have a quiet, 
isolated place, you’ll find your 
ocean view bl(X*ked by other 
buildings, your roads and 
highways crowded ’’ 
The plan would give the 
public highest priority in use 
and access to the state’s pacific 


shoreline from Oregon to Mex­ 
ico in all future developments 


The coastal commission 
spent 15 6 million to create the 
plan and to regulate develop­ 
ment of the shoreline during the 
past three years Almost all of 
the permits requested were 
granted, although developers in 
many instances were required 
to make changes to provide 
public access to beaches or to 
minimize environmental deve 
lopment 


The plan would expand the 
zone in which the commission 
has authority to control new 
projects such as freeways, 
energy plants and even sewer 
systems 
The zone now is 
limited to the first 1,000 vards 


and would be enlarged to five 
miles or the first coastal moun 
tain in some places 
Local governments could 
regain some regulatory power 
over the coast if they submitted 
proposals acceptable to the 
state commission 
But local 
decisions still could be appealed 
to the commission in some 
rases 
The report said, "In selected 
areas such as beaches, the 
coastal agency may provide 
that each sale of property 
provide the state with the op­ 
tion of first refusal on the 
purcha.se at market price " 
"The radiation hazard poten­ 
tial of nuclear power plants 
requires that the utmost care 
he exercised to site them awav 


from areas of seismic risk and 
from population concentra- 
tions ’ the plan said 
Few 
coastal areas meet these 
rntena ’ 
The proposal said offshore oil 
development should be permit­ 
ted if the federal government 
develops a national energy 
program that includes conser­ 
vation steps 


The plan if adopted wmild 
cost about $3 million a year to 
administer in addition to land 
acquisitions 


This could be financed, the 
report said, by federal grants 
taxes on crude oil production, 
and "perhaps from addetl fees 
on pleasure boats or added 
taxes on visitor accomodations 


in coastal areas " 
The cfwcept of the latter 
proposal is to require "those 
who benefit most from coastal 
recreation and amenities to 
help pay the costs of protecting 
the coast " 
In a letter to Brown, law­ 
makers and ralifornia citi­ 
zens 
commission chairman 
M B lame said the plan was 
designed to meet two primary 
objectives 
* Protect the ralifornia 
coast as a great natural 
resource for the benefit of pre 
sent and future generations 
' 
I se the coast to meet 
human needs in a manner that 
protects the irreplaceable re- 
-4iurces of coastal lands and 
waters " 
Court upholds ban 
on some abortions 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Supreme Court today let stand 
a lower court decision which 
could open the way for non­ 
profit, publicly affiliated 
hospitals to bar abortions ex­ 
cept if they are medically 
necessary. 
It was the first time since the 
landmark 1973 ruling which 
gave women a constitutional 
right to abortions that the 
Supreme Court has summarily 
let stand a restriction on abor­ 
tions. 
The Court’s brief order, with 
two justices dissenting, 
rejected an appeal by a doctor 
contending the Orange County. 
Tex., Mem orial Hospital 
regulation violated his and his 
patients’ constitutional rights. 
The hospital was built with 
local and federal funds and was 
leased for $1 a year. But its 
operating funds are derived 
from charitable contributions 
and patient fees. The antiabor­ 
tion regulation was the hos­ 
pital’s own, and was not acted 
on by any government body. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled that since gov­ 
ernment was not involved in the 
hospital’s day-to-day opera­ 
tions there was insufficient 


"state action” to warrant ap­ 
plying constitutional protec­ 
tions under the 1973 abortion 
ruling 
Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Byron R. White dis­ 
sented for the high court’s ac­ 
tion. saying the case .should 
have been set for oral argument 
and written opinion. They said 
the 5th Circuit decision was in 
direct conflict with rulings by 
at least two other circuits 
Since four justices did not 
vote to set the case for argu­ 
ment. today’s ruling means that 
the conflict among circuits is 
unresolved. 
The Supreme Court also: 
— Turned down an appeal by 
the Dayton, Ohio school board, 
which contested a court order 
requiring more busing to 
achieve greater school desegre­ 
gation, Dayton said the more 
extensive plan would serve only 
to drive whites into the suburbs. 
-■ Let stand an order forcir^ 
the merger of 37 segregated 
Lwigshoremen’s Union locals in 
Texas. 
— Ordered a lower court to 
review Ohio’s law setting stiff 
prison sentences for marijuana 
possession in light of a new 
statute lowering the punish­ 
ment.

Soviet reports hint 
Brezhnev entrenched 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Com­ 
munist party announced today 
Secretary General Leonid I. 
Brezhnev will give the keynote 
speech at next February’s 
party congress. Western 
diplomats said this was a strong 
hint Brezhnev intends to con­ 
tinue in power. 
Moscow radio said the deci­ 
sion was taken by the 226- 
member Central Committee of 
the party in a plenary session. 
The broadcast said “ The 
plenum decided the agenda of 
the 25th Congress," including: 
"The accounting report of the 
Central Committee of the party 
and outline of purposes and 
tasks of home and foreign 
policy — reporting official, 
Comrade Brezhnev." 
The radio said Prime Minis­ 
ter Alexei N. Kosygin would 
present the main economic 
report in February, apparently 
quashing recent rumors in 
Moscow and abroad that he 
might be ready to quit. 
Said one diplomat: "The fact 
that Brezhnev has been named 
to give the major speech at the 
Congress should indicate he will 
not resign at the Congress. 
Another diplomat said it 
would be unusual for Brezhnev 
to deliver the major policy 
speech and then step down 
since this would bring the 
policies themselves into ques­ 
tion. 
Diplomats had been speculat­ 
ing that Brezhnev might resign 
for reasons of age and health. 
He will be 69 in 18 days time. 


A congress of the party is 
held every five years and lays 
down the imperatives under 
which the Soviet Union will 
function in the future. The 25th 
Congress starts Feb. 24. 


The congress agenda, as out­ 
lined by the plenum, caused no 
surprises to Western analysts, 
who said it followed the pattern 
of the past with the exception of 
provisions that would probably 
allow more persons to attend. 


The four-point agenda in­ 
cluded; 


— An accounting report of the 
Central Committee and outline 
of purposes and tasks of home 
and foreign policy — the 
reporting official, Brezhnev. 


— An accounting report of the 
auditing com m ission — 
reporting official, chairman of 
the auditing commission Gen­ 
nady F. Sisov. 


— Major trends in develop­ 
ment of national economy for 
1976-80 - reporting official 
Kosygin. 


— Elections of central organs 
of the party, establishment of 
representation norm of one 
delegate per 3,000 members, 
elected bv secret vote. 


New 
outbreak 


of shootings 
hits Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - 
A new outbreak of shooting and 
kidnapings by rival Moslem and 
Christian gunmen today jolted 
Lebanese government efforts to 
restore law and order and begin 
work on a new reconciliation 
program. 
Police reported at least five 
persons were killed in the con­ 
tinuing bloodshed that has 
wracked Lebanon for eight 
months and left more 4,300 
killed and 9,000 wounded. 
Four of the victims were 
killed in clashes in the Zahleh 
region, east of Beirut. In 
Tripoli, Lebanon’s second larg­ 
est city. Moslem leftists duelled 
with right-wing Christians from 
nearby Zaghorta in a one-hour 
mortar battle. 
The security situation in the 
capital deteriorated when se­ 
veral kidnapings occurred 
around the Kantari sector — ap­ 
parently Moslem retaliation for 
the reported abduction of the 
son of Kurdish leftist leader 
Jamil Meho. 


Police cordoned off the area 
around Beirut’s plush hotel dis­ 
trict — ravaged by street 
fighting at the end of October. 
Gunmen traded shots at some 
barricades and security forces 
moved in to try and contain the 
violence, police said. 


Lebanon’s political leaders, 
meanwhile began talks on im­ 
plementing 
French-mediated 
reforms aimed at reconciling 
warring Christian and Moslem 
factions after eight months of 
civil war.

Study urged into diet 
link to human cancer 


WASHINGTON (IJP Ii - A 
public health authority has 
called for stepped-up research 
into the possibility that diet 
may play a major role in human 
cancer 
Dr. Ernst Wynder, president 
of the American Health Foun­ 
dation in New York, said 
studies of populations around 
the world suggest nutrition may 
have a part in half of all 
cancers in women and a third of 
those affecting men 


He led a symposium on 
cancer and nutrition sponsored 
in May by the National Cancer 
Institute and the American 
Cancer Society Reports from 
the meeting were published 
Sunday in the journal Cancer 
Research 


For example, Wynder said, it 
is possible the human processes 
that handle food in the body 
may not be able to cope with ail 
the cholesterol consumed in fat- 
rich foods 
High cholesterol 
diets already have been linked 
to heart disease 
"As a matter of public health. 


It seems prudent to suggest that 
all individuals should lower 
their intake of total fat calories 
and cholesterol." he said. 


Wynder said one way diets 
may affect cancer is in the 
form of nutrients, additives or 
contaminants that may start, 
promote or accelerate cancer 
growth Another possibility is 
that dietary deficiencies may- 
lead to biochemical abnormali­ 
ties that in turn start cancer 
processes 


Wynder said a third way 
would be in the form of 
nutritional excesses that may 
induce metabolic abnormalities 
which could promote cancers 


He said too much of some 
kinds of food may be particu­ 
larly important 


"We must consider whether 
the human metabolic process 
can properly handle the enor­ 
mous excess of foods so 
prevalent in our developed 
society," he said in a report 
opening the conference

I didn’t believe him, but I went back, 
and back and back. 
Today I’ve lost 131 pounds, and I’m 
still losing. I’m drug-free, and I’m learn­ 
ing to like myself. I have a responsible 
job. a belief in a power greater than 
myself, and the love and respect of my 
children and people who believe in me 
when I didn’t believe in myself. 
There is no scale at O.A. They don’t 
shame you if you backslide. They are a 
group of loving, caring, supportive peo­ 
ple who are there to help you because 
they have been helped themselves. 
After sinking so low, O.A. gave me a 
chance to be what I’ve always wanted to 
be: a lady.

Liberation Army brainwashed 
her after kidnaping her from 
her Berkeley, Calif., apartment 
on Feb. 4.

The U S. Attorney’s office 
last week asked that Miss 
Hearst’s attorneys furnish ex­ 
am ples of h er voice and 
handwriting for use in connec­ 
tion with her prosecution.

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Braves one miracle short

With one minute left in Friday night's Lompoc vs Da­ 
mien football game at Huyck Stadium, the liompoc 
Braves discovered that they had used up their supply of 
m iracles 
The fans who had wateched the last two Lompoc wins 
saw no reason why the Braves should not be able to pull 
this one out So what if their starting quarterback was 
on the bench with an ice pack on his ankle’’ 
And so what if the Braves had the ball way back on 
their own 23 yard line with only 2 30 left in the game, 
trailing 13-6’’ 
All they needed was one more routine m iracle Thev 
almost got it. as sub quarterback Steve McMillian. 
whose only claim to fame until Friday was holding for 
the field goal that beat Cabrillo. passed the Braves into 
scoring position 
He completed passes of 16. 20 and 18 yards to Jerry 
Tolstad. Bruce Nix and Tony Guest, to move Lompoc to 
the Damien 22, first-and-10 with 1:11 on the clock 


But McMillian’s next pass, a little screen over the 
middle, was intercepted by a tackle. Hugo Cargnelutti, 
who ran it back 75 yards for a touchdown, and Damien 
won 20-6 
So the Braves (7-41 are through for the year, while the 
Spartans (10-1) advance to the 3-A quarterfinals. 


The loss was a tough one for the Braves, because they 
had convinced themselves that they had a good shot at 
doing what no other Lompoc football team has 
ever 
done — win the CIF playoffs. 
“ I felt like we could win it all, and the kids did too,' 
said Mike Warren, whose first year as Lompoc head 
coach has to be term ed a success. 
'Once we beat Crescenta Valley, I really though we 
could win it I couldn’t imagine anybody being much bet­ 
ter than they were We’re not a great football team , but 
maybe there aren't any great football teams this year. 


Maybe a team like ours could have won it 
Even if the Braves had beaten Damien, however, they 
would have needed at least a few more m iracles to win 
the three more games they would have needed to 
become champs 
They would have been without Chuck Van Allen, who 
could barely walk before the game Friday, and could not 
walk at all after being knocked down while completing a 
pass early in the second quarter The Lompoc senior 
will likely have to undergo surgery to repair the tendon 
damage in his left ankle, an ankle he played four full 
quarters on after damaging against Crescenta Valley. 


They would also have been without sophomore 
linebacker Mike Walker, who had his leg broken above 
the knee by a block late in the third quarter 


And they would have had to come up with a more ef­ 
fective pass defense than the one that allowed Damien 
quarterback Joe Carroll to complete 13 of 20 passes for 
176 yards and the winning touchdown. 


Most of Carroll’s seven misfires were his own fault, 
and not caused by the Lompoc secondary. And Damien 
played most of the game without star receiver Steve 
Gaston (ankle sprain). 


But it’s hard to knock the Braves when you consider 
that seven weeks ago they had an 0-2 record, had been 
beaten soundly twice, and had permanently lost their 
major offensive weapon, fullback George Polly. 
"When we were oh-and-two, there were not a lot of 
people around who felt we weren’t going to have much 
of a football season,’’ Warren recalls. ‘ But our kids 
wanted to and were willing to put in the work I think we 
did everything we were capable of doing and more We 
shared some great moments this season...I can look 
back over the season and see tremendous progress and 
improvement and determination on the part of the kids. 
"Friday we played hard, but not particularly well. We 


couldn’t stop the things we knew we had to stop 
The Spartans won the game by passing They scored in 
the first quarter on a drive that included a unique play. 
Twice Carroll threw short passes, with the receiver flip 
ping a quick lateral to a running back dashing by. That 
play worked for gains of 32 and 27 yards 
The Braves scored on a 14-yard run by Calvin Boler, 
capping a drive that included two Van Allen completions 
and the Van Allen re-injury. 
Just before halftime, the Braves trotted out one more 
minor miracle They blocked a line drive 46-yard field 
goal attempt — with their goal post crossbar 
Shortly after a great goal line stand midway through 
the second half, Lompoc turned the ball back over to Da­ 
mien in fine field position, at the Braves’ 27-yard line, 
and Carroll passed them into the end zone 
Then came the Lompoc drive and the interception 
"He (Cargnelutti, the interceptor) didn’t rush the pas­ 
ser," said Warren after watching the films. 
He was 
knocked off balance at the line of scrimmage and rushed 
way inside and late." 


The fact that Van Allen was unable to run, even while 
he was in the game, made things easier for the 
Spartans 


"We changed our defense a little," said Damien coach 
Dick Larsson "I felt part of their option was probably 
gone It (Van Allen’s condition) helped some 
"We were limited in the number of things we could 
do," said Warren. "We were not able to run the veer, 
but we probably should have attempted to run the sprint 
option. The more I think about it, the more I’m not sure 
we shouldn’t have tried that." 
But by now Warren has probably filed away the films 
of Friday night’s game. 
"We re already thinking about next year," he said 
yesterday.

Ashe walks off 
but gets win; 
Nastase loses 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The Inter- 
national Lawn Tennis Federation (ILTF) 
Monday stepped into the controversial 
Masters tennis match which ended in the 
disqualification of both Arthur Ashe and 
Ilie Nastase and awarded the match to 
the American. 
Ashe walked off the court Sunday to 
protest the antics of his Romanian oppo­ 
nent and West German referee Horst 
K lo sterk em p fer 
disqualified both 
players. 
Announcing the ILTF decision, Derek 
Hardwick, president of the federation, 
said Ashe’s "m isdem eanor" would be 
overlooked and he would be awarded the 
match while Nastase’s disqualification 
would stand. 
"Having heard all the facts we have 
decided with the referee to overlook the 
technicality of Ashe’s misdemeanor and 
award the match to him ," Hardwick 
said. 
"Nastase has accepted our decision. 
He added, however, that had we not 
already taken this decision, he was 
prepared to forfeit the m atch.” 
"In the light of what happened, I am 
happy with the decision," said Ashe. “I 
thought the whole episode prior to my 
walking off was a travesty.” 
The incident happened in the last 
match of the opening day of the $ 130,000 
Masters tournament. 
Ashe denied Monday that he said he 
would never play Nastase again. 
"I meant I would not replay the match 
against him. I’d play him next week in a 
tournament if I had to," said Ashe, who 
is president of the Association of Tennis 
Professionals (ATP). 
Both Ashe and Nastase have a chance 
of winning the round-robbing tournament 
and, ironically, if they both win all their 
matches from now on, will face each 
other in the final. 
Ashe, one of the coolest tempered 
players on the pro circuit, headed for the 
dressing rooms halfway through the final 
set when Nastase, who had already been 
warned by the Swedish umpire for his 
behavior, began arguing with the crowd 
after a disputed point. 
W e s t G e r m a n r e f e r e e Horst 
Klosterkemper came on court to ad­ 
monish the Romanian, but when Nastase 
continued to delay the gam e, Ashe 
picked up his rackets and stalked off. 
Klosterkemper then talked with both 
players, who could be heard shouting at 
each other in the dressing rooms, for an 
hour before announcing his decision to 
disqualify both men — the first time such 
a ruling has been made in a major tour­ 
nament. 
Ashe had clawed his way back into the 
match after a disastrous start and was 
leading 1-6,7-5,4-1, with Nastase trailing 
15-40 on his own serve when the match 
boiled over. Nastase earlier had been 
warned by umpire Goaran Sandstroem 
for smashing a ball at a linesman and 
throwing his racket across the court. 
The two players were still exchanging 
words at the news conference where the 
referee’s decision was announced 
" I’ve played this guy a million times. I 
won’t take that crap from him any 
more," said Ashe. 


Crash kills 
Graham Hill 


LONDON (UPI) - Two-time world 
champion Graham Hill, who survived 
ne ar ly 20 y e a r s in G r a n d Prix 
automobile racing, died in a small plane 
crash only five months after he retired 
from the wheel.

Noll's faith 
in Braidshaw 
pays off, 20-7

NEW YORK (U P!) - Terry Bradshaw 
miscalculated slightly 


When he first came up with the Pitt­ 
sburgh Steelers after achieving national 
prominence in college ball, nobody pro­ 
mised him it would be any Sunday picnic 
playing with the pros 


Despite his size and ability to throw a 
football possibly belter than any other 
collegian in the land, they told him it would 
he difficult for him to establi.sh himself in 
the NFL and he believed them Up to a 
point 
By his own reckoning. Brad.shaw figured 


It would take him two years, three at the 
out.side. to make it with the Steelers and to 
feel completely comfortable in the job for 
which they were paying him

Bradshaw received a jolt early in his Pitt­ 
sburgh career when he was benched and 
Terry Hanratty became the No. 1 quarter­ 
back to all intents and purposes After his 
first three years with the Steelers, Brad­ 
shaw still never was given any real as­ 
surance he had the quarterback job to keep. 
Even when he helped lead the team to the 
Super Bowl a year ago in his fifth season 
with the club, Bradshaw still had to put up 
with talk about how slow he was upstairs 
and how he didn’t think quickly enough on 
his feet ever to be a great quarterback, say, 
like Joe Namath When the Steelers beat the 
Minnesota Vikings for the world cham­ 
pionship. most of that talk stopped. 
Bradshaw started slowly against the New 
York Jets at Shea Stadium Sunday, failing 
to complete his first six passes. In his

defense it should be said two of the passes 
were right on the money and simply drop­ 
ped out of the hands of the Steeler 
receivers 


In the old days, Noll probably would have 
yanked him for Joe Gilliam or Hanratty, but 
these aren’t the old days anymore 


Noll stayed with Bradshaw and Bradshaw 
stayed with what he had to do, hitting 
Franco Harris on his next toss for a 44-vard 
scoring play less than two minutes before 
the end of the first half. Bradshaw threw 
another pass to wide receiver Frank Lewis 
for Pittsburgh’s second TD in the third 
quarter and those two touchdown passes 
made it a season total of 15 for him. tops in 
his career. 
Bradshaw also found running room a few 


times and made the most of it, carrying the 
ball three times for 56 yards or 18 3 yards 
per carry The 26-7 victory for the Steelers 
was their ninth in a row, setting a a club 
record and practically assuring them a 
playoff berth 


None of Bradshaw’s passes were in­ 
tercepted Four of Joe Namath’s were. He 
had eight completions in 21 attempts, final­ 
ly getting the New Yorkers on the board 
with a scoring pass to Jerome Barkum less 
than five minutes before the game was 
over Namath noticed the difference in 
Bradshaw also 


“ He doesn’t hesitate anymore,’’ said the 
Jets’ quarterback “ If there’s any doubt 
about what to do with the ball, he just wraps 
it up and runs”

DIXON (U PI) - Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. says 
Department of Transportation 
employes should be given the 
chance to vote on his “ work 
sharing” proposal which would 
cut the salaries of some 
workers to help finance jobs for 
others. 
The governor said Sunday the 
proposal to cut the work hours 
— and the pay — of some 
employes by 10 per cent to pre­ 
vent employe layoffs “ was a 
good idea.” 


“ I t ’s a form of work 
sharing,” he said. “ And I think 
they should vote on it.” 
The department must lay off 
more than 2.000 workers by 


next July because of declining 
highway construction revenues. 
Brown said the proposed pay 
cuts could provide enough 
money to delay the work force 
reduction by “ about six 
months, until we can find them 
jobs ” 


Brown’s comments to report­ 
ers came after he spoke to 
about 300 persons at a rally for 
Vic Fazio, a Democrat running 
for the Assembly in the special 
election Tuesday It was the se­ 
cond consecutive day that 
Brown had taken time off from 
budget review duties to attend a 
political meeting for the can­ 
didate in the 4th district race. 
The governor’s executive as­ 


sistant, Gray Davis, said the 
pay cut proposal had not been 
fully developed and Brown was 
waiting for formal comment 
from the California State 
Employe's Association before 
moving ahead 
“We think it's a good idea in 
general, but what we will do in 
this specific instance is still un­ 
clear,” he said 
Davis said the governor 
would ask for a vote of the af­ 
fected workers, those to be laid 
off and those whose salaries 
would be cut. before “ any final 
decision was made,” 
The CSEA has reportedly 
decided to oppose the plan 
because only certain workers 
would be forced to take pay cuts 
Quake-caused eruption begins 
to subside in Hawaii volcano 


while others would escape the 
reductions. 
Brown said at the Saturday 
rally in Woodland the question 
was “ whether or not those who 
have jobs will share them for a 
few more months” while 
employment is found for those 
scheduled to be let go. 
“ I'd like to do it generally in 
society." he added, calling the 
idea a “ solid one, one that may 
be a little different and that is 
going to eventually take hold in 
this country ”

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HILO, Hawaii (U PI) — The 
500-foot Kilauea volcano, trig­ 
gered into dazzling eruptions by 
Hawaii's mightiest earthquake 
in more than a century, was 
simmering down today without 
any spurts of lava. But 
aftershocks were still shaking 
the big island. 
Two persons, including a Boy 
Scout leader, died Saturday 
when a 25-foot wave stirred up 
by the quake churned over a 
beach campsite near the 
volcano. More than 50 persons 
were injured — many the vic­ 
tims of crashing waves 
Officials said the quake itself 
caused $2 million in damage to 
homes and businesses. 
Dr. Jack Lockwood, a geolo­ 
gist at the Volcanoes National 
Park Observatory, said there 
were many aftershocks and the 
volcano itself was “ still erup­ 
ting” but there were no signs of 
lava on the surface. 
Lockwood said the volcano 
was draining itself through the 


southwest rift zone Seismolo­ 
gist Peter Lipman said Kilauea 
was still very unstable. 
The big island was hit first by 
a 5.3 Richter quake shortly 
after midnight 
Then, just 
before dawn, the 7.3 Richter 
tremor rocked the island for 10 
minutes. A tidal wave alert was 
broadcast. 
Dr Robert Tilling, in charge 
of the observatory, said Sun­ 
day’s 250-foot lava eruptions 
sounded like “ jet roars.” 
Indiana State Sen. Paul 
Swisher, who was in his Hilo 
hotel room when both quakes 
occurred, said he had never ex­ 
perienced a tremor before but 
“ there was no doubt in my mind 
what the second one was all 
about.” 
Boy Scout Timothy Twigg- 
Smith, 13, one of some 35 
persons who had been camping 
on Kalape Beach 1 Vs miles from 
the epicenter, said: 
“ We were all sleeping in tents 
... when the first quake woke us 


up about 3:30, but nobody paid 
much attention, and we went 
back to sleep Then at 4:30 the 
ground started sliding and roll­ 
ing. 
“ It was still quivering when 
this big wave came out of the 
night and crashed on top of us. 
It was the biggest wave I ’ve 
every seen ” 
Twigg-Smith said he was 
thrown on some bushes and 
covered by water. He held on 
until the water subsided. 
Searchers said one of the two 
fatalities, Michael Cruz, 26, 
was believed to have been 
buried in a big trench formed 
when the earth opened up just 
behind the campsite 
The body of the scout leader, 
Dr. James Mitchel of Hilo, was 
found in the trench — about 100 
feet wide and 50 feet deep.

PIT T SBU R G H (U P I) - 
Chairman Robert Kirby of 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. to­ 
day urged the Pentagon to 
modernize its nuclear weapons 
system to free dwindling sup­ 
plies of uranium as a source of 
energy. 
Kirby said in an interview 
with UPI the federal govern­ 
ment has accumulated “ vast 
quantities” of uranium in ob­ 
solete warheads 
“ These inefficient warheads 
were designed many years 
ago,” Kirby said. “ The govern­ 
ment has invested a very large 
amount of money in these 
weapons. 
“ They could be modernized 
and the uranium freed for 
civilian use.” 
Kirby said the price of 
uranium has more than tripled 
since the Arab oil embargo. 


During the late 1960s and ear­ 
ly 1970s. Westinghouse sold 
uranium primarily to utility 
customers, and some long-term 
contracts extend into the 1990s. 
The firm, citing the legal 
doctrine of “ commercial im­ 
practicability,” contends some 
of the contracts would pose an 
“ unreasonable harsh financial 
burden” because uranium was 
sold at low prices. 


Westinghouse is being sued 
by utilities for its alleged 
failure to carry out the uranium 
contracts. 


Kirby said Westinghouse has 
embarked on a major explora­ 
tion venture to produce more 
uranium in 10 western states. 
“ There are still large re­ 
serves of uranium available 
although good quality uranium 
is in short supply,” Kirby said. 
“ We are trying to get the price 
down. There is one other 
problem 
We can’t import 
uranium under federal law until 
1977.” 
In a report issued to 


stockholders, Kirby said, “ The 
oil embargo and the following 
steep rise in fuel prices caused 
radical changes in the price and 
supply of uranium.” 


He said the “dramatic rise” 
along with other factors have 
led to an “ in-depth economic 
and legal review of this situa­ 
tion .”

WASHINGTON —Newly released 
documents have revived interest in the 
case of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were executed for espionage 22 years 
ago But still buried is the stark story of 
how the FBI plotted to wring a confes­ 
sion from Julius by executing his wife 
first. 


It was the F B I’s 
grisly hope that Julius, 
ho rrified by the 
trauma of his wife’s 
death and his own im­ 
pending electrocution, 
would blurt out a last- 
minute confession 


The late FBI chief J 
Edgar Hoover was 
worried about public 
doubts 
that 
the 
Rosenbergs were 
guilty, doubts that still 
stubbornly 
persist. 
Hoover wanted a dramatic, llth-hour 
confession to clear up the doubts. 


The FBI was convinced, according to 
our sources, that the Rosenbergs not 
only were guilty but that the strong- 
willed Ethel was preventing her weaker 
husband from confessing 


Indeed, the FBI had learned from 
Julius Rosenberg’s cellmate, a secret 
FBI informer, that he had admitted 
guilt 
The informer’s reputation for 
credibility, however, was uncertain, so 
the second-hand confession couldn't be 
used 


The FBI needed an admission from 
Julius' own lips An attempt was made, 
therefore, to make sure Ethel went to 
the electric chair first An agent was 
standing by, with an open line to 
Washington, ready to relay the first 
words of the stunned husband’s confes­ 
sion 


But the FBI was unable to change the 
execution schedule. Julius was executed 
first, then his wife 10 minutes later 
Neither gave a dying confession 


DOUBLE AGENT?: Daniel Rathbun 
may be the most valuable double-agent 
in the history of corporate intrigue Or 
he may be an innocent, unwise in the 
ways of public perceptions 


In any event, history is a fascinating 
one. 


Rathbun headed up perhaps the most 
crucial government study in a decade: 
how much oil and gas is really available

The need for such a study was obvious. 
In the past, the bovernment had only the 
word of the oil and gas industry And 
their word on oil and gas reserves, it was 
suspected, was heavily influenced by the 
profit motive. No one was really sure 
whether there was an energy crisis, or 
whether the industry was simply holding 
out for higher prices.

ticular project is the only con­ 
crete project yet devised in 
the city’s celebration of the 
bicentennial year.

Rathbun’s former boss at FEA, claims 
that Rathbun could not have influenced 
the study on behalf of industry because it 
was ‘‘locked in cement’’ over a year ago. 


One F E A o ffic ia l confided, 
nevertheless, that Energy Czar Frank 
Zarb “ hit the roof’’ when he heard of 
Rathbun s defection to industry. 


Congressional and public interest 
energy experts, meanwhile, dispute 
Zausner’s view that Rathbun could not 
have influenced the study for industry. 
They point out that the questionairs 
sent out by Rathbun to oil and gas 
producers were heavily influenced by the 
American Petroleum Institute. Con­ 
sumer groups were allowed to make 
suggestions only after they kicked up 
their heels But in the end, many of their 
suggestions were included in the crucial 
questionaire 


To make matters even stickier. 
Rathbun himself has been neither a saint 
nor a sinner in anyone’s eyes while a 
public servant Some of his decisions as a 
deputy assistant administrator have 
angered consumer groups, and some 
have angered the industry. Everyone 
agrees he is a top-flight statistician 


Rathbun himself told our associate 
Jack Cloherty that he sees no conflict 
since he will not be involved in data 
collection at the API 


But Rathbun’s move to industry casts 
a shadow over the government’s 
“ independent’’ oil and gas reserve 
findings

says that at the time of Herod’s death, 
Jesus was with Mary and Joseph in 
Egypt and was between six months and 
three years of age. So He must have been 
born between 7 B.C. and 4 B.C. How did 
we straighten out this contradiction? For 
three centuries, the date of Christmas 
was all over the calendar but finally in 
354 A D., the church in Rome assigned 
the date of December 25 as the official 
time for the celebration of His birth It 
didn’t state that this date was correct, it 
merely settled the matter. This time 
coincided with some of the pagan 
celebrations of the winter solstice — the 
victory of light over darkness — and was 
easily converted to the Christian 
celebration since Christ was thought of 
as the light of life. 
Historians say that when Telesphorus 
of France became Bishop of Rome in 129 
A D he decreed that carols, or Noels as 
they were called in France, should be 
sung in the French church. The noel he 
asked to be sung was “ Gloria in Excelsis 
Deo,’’ a favorite to this day. Other 
hymns of early centuries are “ Of the 
Father’s Love Begotten’’ (Spain, 4th cen­ 
tury'), “O Hark to the Bells Glad Song" 
(England, 11th cent.), “ In Dulci Jubilo” 
or as we know it, “ Good Christian Men 
Rejoice’’ (Germany, 14th cent.) and 
from Italy, “ Hodie Christus Natus Est" 
(16th cent.) 
Music, however, didn’t seem to offer 
enough inspiration and in the 13th cen­ 
tury St Francis of Assisi, in Italy, con­ 


ceived an idea which he believed would 
engender a greater religious feeling 
among his parishioners. He asked the 
Pope for permission to re-enact the 
scene of the Nativity, using people and 
real animals. In 1223. this permission 
was granted and the first creche became 
a reality. 
The custom of giving gifts at Christ­ 
mastime could have started in several 
places The most common belief is that 
it started with the visit of the Magi to the 
Babe But the pagans gave gifts too. dur­ 
ing the celebrations of Saturnalia and 
rituals of various sorts. Whether it be at 
this, or any other time of the year, it is 
an expression of caring. 
Our Christmas tree seems to have 
come from the pagans of northern 
Europe, who believed that the evergreen 
tree brought good luck and symbolized 
immortality. When they became Chris­ 
tians. the tree became part of the 
festivities and it was decorated with 
gilded nuts, candles and apples which 
symbolized the stars, moon and the sun. 
They brought everygree boughs into 
their homes during celebrations to bring 
the world of Nature indoors 
Mistletoe was a sacred plant to the 
Druids in Britain, believed to have 
magic healing properties — like the 
power of healing diseases, making 
poisons harmless and giving fertility to 
humans and animals. Enemies meeting 
beneath it laid down their arms and a 
kiss under it meant a pledge of love and 
an omen of happiness. 
To the early Christians, holly was a 
symbol of the crown of thorns and the 
drops of blood. It was also believed to be 
a protection against their pagan foes 
when a sprig was placed in the window. 
Two other greens, laurel — or bay — 
and rosemary are often used at 
Christmas. The laurel is the ancient 
symbol of triumph, in this case. Christ’s 
triumph over death. The legend about 
rosemary says that God blessed this 
shrub with blossoms and its delicate 
fragrance when Mary, on the journey to 
Egypt, washed the tiny garments of her 
baby and hung them to dry on its 
branches. 
Now for dear old Santa Claus. How did 
he get involved? It really began with St. 
Nicholas, a native of Patras, in Asia 
Minor, the youngest and kindest bishop 
of the Roman Catholic Church He 
became known for his generosity and 
good deeds. After his death in 343 legends 
about him eventually reached Russia 
where he became their patron saint. He 
was also the favorite saint of children, 
everywhere. The Dutch, when they came 
to America, brought with them St. 
Nicholas and the custom of giving gifts 


to good children and switches to the bad. 
He was known as St. Nick or Nicholas un­ 
til mid-1800’s — it is said that the English 
couldn’t say his name the way the Dutch 
did so it became Santa Claus. The Santa 
that we know today is a product of evolu­ 
tion Washington Irving in his “ knicker- 
bocker’s History of New York’’ 
described him as a jolly fellow with a 
broad-brimmed hat, huge britches and 
long pipe. Clement Moore’s poem “ A 
Visit from St. Nicholas” (better know as 
“ Twas the the Night Before Christmas” ) 
added that he was round, had a red snub 
nose and a white beard. Also the pipe had 
become shorter and the wagon had 
become a sleigh. The Dutch costume had 
been transformed to a red suit trimmed 
with fur. At some point, reindeer were 
added — probably the influence of the 
Scandanavians. In 1863, Thomas Nast, 
the cartoonist, gave us the first picture 
of Santa, adding a few years later the 
workshop and the book of good and bad 
deeds. 
There are many more legends from 
every country of Christmas and the 
days that follow it, many carols and 
much history. I hope this column will 
heighten your enjoyment of the coming 
holiday season.

Beware: 
common 
situitis 


You are — let us suppose — the head of 
a company that specializes in the in­ 
stallation of elevators You employ 
regularly 35 men and women, and when 
you have a big job, you go out into the 
market and add to your working force as 
necessary. Every couple of years, 
somebody in your organization proposes 
that the workers un­ 
ionize. 
Following 
strictly the rules 
prescribed by the 
National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, you 
facilitate a vote on the 
matter. Every time, 
the vote has come out 
heavily against joining 
the labor union. The 
collective right not to 
join has not been 
challenged anywhere 
— the majority is sup­ 
posed to decide on these matters. It is a 
right that the Congress, with the backing 
of President Ford, is about to repeal for 
your company and others like it. 
They call it, with an etymological 
atavism the motives of which I have not 
been able to trace, the “ common situs” 
bill. Situs is Latin for site, and since they 
insist on calling it that, I’ll go along, just 
as I call Cassius Clay Muhammad Ali. 
Under the proposed common situs act, 
which breezed through the House and 
through the Senate Labor Committee, 
and is coming up now on the Senate floor, 
you and your employees would, in effect, 
be faced with two choices. Either join 
the union, or go out of business. 
The reason it is narrowed down to 
these two choices is that the construction 
trades are highly organized: the masons, 
carpenters, 
plumbers, electricians, 
bricklayers, etc., though here and there 
there are exceptions. In 1949, in Denver, 
a firm engaged in constructing a building 
subcontracted the electrical work to a 
small, non-union firm (remember, that 
since the NLRA. a non-union firm is 
defined as a firm that doesn’t want to 
join the union, not as a firm that isn’t 
permitted, by the employer, to join the 
union The trades union council of the 
other workers threw up a picket line 
around the entire site, or situs as the 
solons donominate it. 


Returning to Anglo Saxon, the contrac­ 
tor fired the subcontractor, pursuant to 
the capitalist ethic that profit comes 
first But the subcontractor sued before 
the National Labor Relations Board, 
which ruled that he was entirely correct: 
the contractor didn’t have a right under 
the law to fire him because the Taft 
Hartley Act prohibits secondary 
boycotts against different employers 
engaged in different activity. Under that 
act, if let us say the meatworkers union 
strikes against a MacDonald’s Ham­ 
burger stand, the electrical workers at 
Con Ed can’t strike against the 
generating facility that furnishes light to 
the hamburger stand 


The Supreme Court absent-mindedly 
confirmed the NLRB in 1951, and ever 
since then it has been the dream of the 
construction unions to get legislation 
passed that would exempt them from the 
secondary boycott ban of the Taft 
Hartley Act. Presumably because con­ 
struction workers, though their rhetoric 
is usually Democratic, are mostly 
Republicans under the skin, even 
Eisenhower and Nixon backed the com­ 
mon situs act which would permit the 
Denver-type situation Mr. Ford, alas, is 
not disposed to take what they call an 
“ anti-union stand” (it is really nothing of 
the sort: it is a pro-freedom of choice 
stand). He has coated the pill for conser­ 
vatives by coming up with a com­ 
plicated, syndicalist-sounding plan 
devised by his labor secretary John 
Dunlop, which would set up a board of 
ten of us, ten of them, plus Dunlop and 
Shirley Temple and one androgynous 
labor mediator, to attempt to reconcile 
differences between contractors and un­ 
ions if a strike threatens. 


The fact of the matter is that a critical 
American liberty is about to be removed 
from the scene. Since it is not 
fashionable to talk about our evanescing 
liberals, one might put it this way. The 
construction business, which does $130 
billion dollars worth of activity in 
America every year, is highly depressed, 
and it is highly depressed in part because 
costs are astronomical. To contribute at 
this economic moment a piece of legisla­ 
tion which will 1) make it easier for a 
single union to close down an entire con­ 
struction project; and 2) put pressure on 
non-union and free-lance laborer to 
organize and in many cases raise costs, 
which 3) will be passed along to the con­ 
sumer, which 4) will lessen the demand 
for construction. 5) which will increase 
unemployment, is — a high price to pay 
for sating union pride.
